HUNS FORCED TO 

iii»_iip nop 

Field Mankal Halg BeporU That Ger- 
nuns Are Tbrowa Oijt of Positions 
Which They Took at flreat 

Sarrltlre In Attack Wed- 
nesday — Uerman 
Smaxhes at AllleiT 
Lines Break 
Down. 

With the- British Army In France 
May 9— Fighting was still In progress 

this morning near Vierstraet on the 
front southwest of Vpres, At one 
time the nritish were forced to back 
slightly by machine gun Are. All the 
4'e8t of the original defenses, how- 
ever, appeared to be again in the 
hands, ot the defenders in the Voor- 
mezeele-La Clytte sector. 

After Iheir first success i.i yester- 
day's liKlitinK the Ccrmans wore un- 
able to yain further ground dospilo 
repeal ed smashes at Allied line. Bit- 
ter struggles took phice about Kioine 
Vierstraet Cabaret, west, of Viertraet 
and in the ridge wood but the British'' 
clung desperately to their positions. 

Tho British organised a counter at- 
tacli during tho night which was so 
vigorous that the Germans were un- 
able to withstand it and gradually fell 
back until they had abandoned all tbe 
ground gained. 

The enemy's move undoubtedly was 
an attempt to Improve his positions hy 
way of preparation for a bigger attack 
to come. The assault was dollvered 
with great doterniination and by noon 
the Germans had obtained a footing 
in the British front at the ridge wood, 
while in the center of the sector near 
Vi«r8;iiiet, the attacking forces had 
|)u8hed In a considerable distance be- 
yond the defending front line. Both 
Hanks of the Germana were held up 
by tho artillery Hre. 

Hard fighting continued throughout 
the dar. especially in the center. 

A vigoroua counter attaok last night 
resdited In the re-eatabU8hment of the 
Allied line in the Voormeieele-U 
Clytte sector where tho Germans, in 
a local ottack yesterday, succeeded in 
makini,' some advance Tins opera- 
tion, though comparatively small, de- 
veloped hard fighting throughout 
most ot the day and into the night

Bocausp of a senate amendment ex- 
empting ministerial and medical stu- 
dents, tlte House sent back to tbe con- 
ferees the conference report on the 
bill providing for the registration of 
youths attaining the age of 21 years 
since the registration last June. 

The vole on the rejection of liie 
Senate amendment was 182 to 118. 
Kepresentatlves McKenzlc of Illinois, 
supporting the House action declared 
that opposition to the drafting of di- 
vinity students comes from men who 
have mon^ Invested In theologies 
seminaries. Supporters of the amend- 
ment said the I'resident litis authOTl' 
under the draft laws to exempt such 
students from tho draft, so that adop 
tlon or rejection of the proposal by 
the House was ImnjateriaK 

I^ppreeentatlves Cannon ot lltinoi.'i

BUSINESS AND TBI WAS 

Genenil business, (lecordiiiK to New York romincrciiil mitlior- 
ities, is very good, ciinsideriiig the abnonual uiieortHinlics und pt-r- 
plexities to be faced. 

Oovcniincnt rcgnlalion is still the proat unsettling faotor, and 
there is every reason to expect still further intrusions of tiiis charac- 
ter. The difficult problem of price fixing is one that closely occupies 
the attt'iiliou of publi-; oUncials. liefri^'ators sccui \niablo to cope 
with it satisfactorily, and none appreciate the limitations of a price- 
fixing policy better than our efficient and exceedginly capable Pood 
Administrator, Mr. Hoover. 

Discussin as to fixing the prices of wheat at i|>2.50 is still going 
on, though Mr, "Wilson is understood to oppose any increase in the 
price of wheat beyond the present fisure !|!2.2r) ; and Canada is eoii. 
tent at fixing the price at $2.21. Meanwhile the Western farmer fails 
to see why the price of his wheat should be restrained,- when ths 
Southern planter is apparently free to push the price of cotton to the 
limit of profiteering, as has alrSfdy been done. 

"Our cotton and woolen 'manufacturers, "«aays one market let- 
ter, "are also more or less in the air, in view of the pi<)s])eets of 
government regulating the prices of finished goods, and the supplies 
6 fwool. Disinterested judges, even gvemraental officials them- 
selves, reeofjnize that prices are best I'egidated autoiuatioally-by the 
law of supply and demand; yet under the conditions created by war 
there is apparently no other means of preventing the unscrupulous 
from profiteering and taking undue advantage of the needs of otlieis. 

If the war continues the government will probably undertake to 
enforce both price fixing and curtailing of luxuries id a much more 
vigorous fashion than ever. The effort to turn industry from pro- 
duction of non-essentials will become even more aggressive; and the 
campaign for p\il>)ic economy must then become more and more in- 
tense. 

"Though jictual legislation in this direction is hardly probabb', 
the government through its control of transportation, and especially 
through its banking inlliienec wlu n the War Finance Corporation is 
in operation, ill be able to contnd business forces, directly or indi- 
rectly,, nibuch more comi>]ctely than now. Plans are already being 
made to'these ends."

GARFIELD. WORD-PAINTER 

TTiider this freedom n man or n nationa may deliberately elioose a 
narrow, .self-seeking career. The man or the nation may elioti.se to 
disregard the rights of others and the common welfare of the world, 
but the man or nation so choosin;; will stand condemned in the eyes 
of those who comprehend the deep significance of the purpose for 
which our Williams men and millions of others here and elsewhere 
are devoting their lives. The nation that seeks prinnivily its own ad- 
vancement, even though it proclaims a purpose to confer benefits up- 
on the rest of the world, is building on the fallacies of feudalism. 

In hte forefroing statement, made in the course of a recent ad. 
dress to the alumni of Williams College, in New York City, Dr. 
Garfield, the Fuel Administrator, certainly aptlf descidbed the Unit- 
ed States ])rior to April, 1017. I'p to that time we chose "a Tiar- 
row, self-seeking career"; we cho-se "to disregard the common wel- 
fare of the world"; wc sought "primarily our own advancement," 
our own proi^rity and peaee, re^ardleai of the eall of Ood and hu- 
manity. 

We rolled in our own fatness; we said we are not our brother's 

keeper; we .said the murder o£ civilization is none of our business, 
and throughout the land college presidents, preachers and politicians 
iald it's none of our businesa; let us keep peace and go on piling up 
wealth and living in case and shut our eyes to (be >rrentest tragedy 
in the world's history. We are safe, they said ; what care we that wo- 
men and ehildren are being brutally ontnged and murdered f On 
with the danc'e; let joy be uneoiifined I wiis our national doctrine. 

But perhaps Dr. Garfield did not thus intend specifically to de- 
scribe the Uflltted States. Gome to think of it, We wonder what Dr. 
Garfield as a leader mi education did between .\ugnst, 1914, and 
April, d917, to aWaken the sense of duty in America. If Dr. Gar. 
field waa a great, ontatanding leader in that time, whieh eilled with 
the voice of Cod biiiiself, no one will more gladly publish broiidcast 
the fact than "The Manufacturers' Itecord." Who knows the facts t

porlcd ;!()2,l!8r> tonn of frozen nieans, 
total value 48,431,939 gold pesos (gold 
peao wortli I0.96B), while in 1917 tbe 
total exported was ^t,iU tons worth 
lR7,0g5,S92 gold pesos. 

In 11110 the t'nited States wna on a 
proicctive tariff basis and, with the 
exception of sausage casings, prac- 
tically no meat products whatever 
were being imported from Argentii^a. 
On October 8, 1913, tbe Democratic 
tariff law became effective. Riveted 
to that tariff law was a gold plated 
Suarantee that free trade wonld re- 
duce the coat of liviim, and, as il look- 
ed nice pure gold, many of the people 
were fooled for a time. All meat pro- 
dncts were made free. The law 
(which is still ia. force) had free op- 
ei atlnn for ten months, October, 1913. 
10 .lul.v. Iitl4, inclusive, before the Eu- 
ropean war hroke out and Hwltched 
the changels of trade. Durini; that 
tein months period our imports of 
moat products totaled in value $26.- 
690,000, compared with 18,866,000 dur- 
ing a similar ten months, October, 
19t2, to .Tuly. 1913, under protection, 
or fresh meats alone wc Imported 
231.6rin,50(1 poimds durinK the 1913.14 
period, and by far I lie Kroaler pro- 
portion tf it came from ArgenUna. 
Still prices went np. 

So great was the promise held out 
by our free marlcet to American in 
vestors in the Ardent iiio refiif,'eral 
meat industry, that almost weekly onr 
trade papers carried reports of new 
I lanta being erected In tbe Argentine, 
backed by American capital and em- 
ploying Argentinian labor, to supply 
the American market with meats in 
( oinpotition with onr hoine-ralsed 
supply. Tills aoeonnis in larpe nieas- 
rue for Hie larwe developineni of the 
meat business in liie soiithernmosi 
republic of the world. 

Under present war conditions the 
difficulty is to produce enough meat 
producUi fb supply the Inordinate de- 
mand, hence every producer is as- 
sureil of ready sales at satisfactory 
prices, ami eoninetition for a parlieu- 
iar market is for the tinii' lieini; in 
abeyance. But the end of the wnr 
will find these Argentine plants de- 
veloped to a high state of efflclency 
and production, and with free trade

ManufSoturers using sugar, oioept 
to make essential fond productH. will 
1)0 put on strict rations, ihii United 
States li'ood AdnilnUlrailon an- 
nounces, In order to assure lufllclant 
supplies for home cannors and the 
oommaroial maautaoturers ot prosoT' 
val, Jams aad otber fttodstoffs regard' 
ed as essential. The restrictions go 
Into elfect May IB and limit the con- 
Hiimptlnn by inanufaeturerH of the loss 
essentials, jiartirularly confectionery 
and soft drinks. This entire group Is 
allowed to use only 80 per cent of 
last year's renulroments, snd under 
the new plan distribution will be well 
policed snd under a certificate sys- 
t^ that vlrtunlly nssuri'H tlie elimi- 
nation of fletilious demands. 

Mannfaeturers of nonedih!(' prod- 
ucts will bo forced to go entirely 
without sugar. 

Included In the class with oonfoc- 
tirnery .and soft drinks are condi- 
ments, soda wafer, chocolate, candles, 
beverage sirups, fruit sirups, flavor- 
ing extracts, ciiewing gum, cocoa, 
sweet pickloa. wines, cereals, and In- 
vert sugar. Tlioso who entered tlic 
business or Increased their capacity 
after A^ril 1, 1918, however, will be 
cutoff entirely. 

Manufaotnrers of essential food- 
stuffs will be permitted to l)iiy suf- 
ficient sugar to meet their full re- 
quirements. In this class come pre- 
servers and packera of vegetables, 
catsup and «hlU sauce, fruits and milk 
manufsoturers of Jam, Jelly, and pre- 
serves, tobaoeo and explosives, apple 
butter and glycerin. Ice cream (not 
Including sherbets and water ices), 
druggists (for medioines), add pro- 
ducers of honey. 

Ice cream is put in tbe preferred 
class to assure consumption of sur- 
plus milk supplies; and thus encour- 
aec dairy Interests to maintain pro- 
duction. Tobacco was placed in this, 
class largely because the amount of 
sugar used by tobacconists ia almost 
negligible, the chief source of sweets 
being molasses. 

Manufacturers of less essentials 
who entered the business or Increased 
their capacity before November 1, 

1917, shall receive the 8n per cent al 
lowance, but those who started or ex- 
panded after that date hut before 
April 1, 1918, In the face of an actual 
sugar shortage and with full knowl- 
edge of the i^Md Administration's an- 
nounced program of sugar conserva- 
tion, will be cut down to 60 per cent of 
requirements. Those who commen- 
ced operations or increased their ca- 
pacity after that date will not be al 
lowed to purchase sugar in any 
amounts. 

These definite olaasiflcations pro- 
tect the patriotic maantaoturer who 
has been ogserving the requcRts of 

the Pood Administration ni::iiiHt eom- 
petitors who have taken adcantage of 
the sugar shortage to inoreaae tfieir 

profits. 

rontrol of distribution will be In 
tl:e hands of the Federal food admin- 
istrators of each State. They will is 
sue certiflcates to all manufacturers 
requirinK sugar, npon delivery of 
sworn Btate-iients showing the 
amounts to which each Is entitled. 
None of tlie distributing agencies will 
be allowed to sell sugar to any class 
of manutecturera except upon deliv- 
ery of eertilloates. The certiflcates 
cover the period from May 16 to July 
•1, when new conservation measures 
may be deemed advisable. 

All sellers of sugar — whether re- 
finers. Jobbers, retail or wholesale 
grcores— must cancel the certificates 
and return them within one month af- 
ter tbe sale to the IMerad food ad- 
ministrator by whom they were Is- 
sued. From the returned certiflcates 
he will be able to cheek the record 
of those who are entitled to sugar and 
lo delect any trading In OT OOUnter- 
feiting of certificates. 

Mannfaeturers are being required to 
report the amount of sugar they held 
on Janusry 1, 1jl17, snd receipts from 
that date until .Tnh 1 Substracting 
the amount on hand .Tuly 1 will give 
the total consumption for llie first 
six months of 1917. They must also 
report stock .on hand January I, 

1918, and receipta since tliat date. 
From those ilgnres tbe administra- 
tors will be able to detemiae tbe ad-
